1 * inn years old they are usu¬ 
ally targe enough to Ik* sold, and. as 
> rule, pun of them are sold at this 
ajre and the rest in the third or fourth 
i ycav, it ftur which time the ground is 
allowed it" rest a year before t*eing 
planted again. Great care must be 
exercised In the selection of bottoms 
for oyster planting, if the planter 
would be financially successful.
